Finance ‘¢ Com. Sees $2 Tax Boost In 1953 Budget — 


Favors New 
Sewer Plan 


For B'vale 


The 1953 town warrant contains 
requests for appropriations of 
$1,565,157.11, the largest in the 
town’s history, and even the prun- 
ing knife applied by the finance 
committee can pare it down only 
to an amount that will increase 
the tax rate by $2. 

In its annual report the commit- 
tee recommends appropriations of 
$1,492,885.11 for departments and 
special articles, This is an in- 
crease of $96,252 over last year 
when the tax rate went up $4 to 
$44. 

The committee report States: 
‘Your finance committee has 
sctutinized the various departmen- 
tal budgets and all of the articles 
in the warrant pertaining to the 
spending of money. It is the unani- 
mous opinion of this committee 
that the departmental budgets and 
articles have been accepted or re- 
jected only on the sound business 
principle of what is absolutely 
necessary for the well-being of the 
town, both from the standpoint of 
efficient operation and the proper 
upkeep of the town’s properties, 

‘‘In several instances we are 
confronted with the alternative of 
approving sizeable sums of money

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School Board Large Enough 


Activated by the most altruistic motives a number 
of local residents have inserted an article in the 
town warrant to increase the membership of the 
school committee from five to nine members. 


Sponsors of the article have advanced several 
reasons for this move which, if adopted, would re- 
verse the action taken by the town meeting a few 
years ago when the committee was reduced from a 
nine-member board to five. 


One of the ideas behind the proposal is that the 
larger board affords a better opportunity for repre- 
sentation of the several districts of the town. 


There is no guarantee, however, that the larger 
membership would give any different representation 
than we have at present unless the members were 
elected by districts. The article does not include 
any such provision. 


Perhaps the chief reason advanced by the spon- 
sors is that the growing school population will bring 
increased responsibilities to the board and the lar- 
ger membership would aid in the relief of these res- 
ponsibilities upon individual members through the 
operation of sub committees. 


The five-member board has foreseen the problems 
presented by the growing school enrollment and as 
yet has not indicated any need for added members 
to relieve them of any duties connected with its so- 
lution. 


As arule the smaller committee in any activity is 
far more effective than a larger one. It gets things 
done more quickly, more efficiently. 


The whole town is run by a board of only three 
members. Surely there is no need to have a school 
committee three times as large as the board of se- 
lectmen. 


Article 41 calling for the increased membership 
should be defeated. The increase is unnecessary.
